The shark is gentle as a kitten? 
Yet this I know about the shark, 
His bite is worse than his bark.

One of Australia’s leading spearfishermen, Brian Rodger, re- 
cently survived a shark attack after fighting off a 12 foot white 
pointer with a speargun. The attack occured during a spearfishing 
meet off the coast of Australia in about 30 feet of water. About a 
dozen other divers in the water at the time didn’t become aware 
of the attack until Mr. Rodgers had swam nearly a quarter of a 
mile toward shore, calling for help. With his left leg and arm badly 
mauled, Mr. Rodgers had been able to drive off the shark by shoot- 
ing it near the eye with his speargun, then he used the rubber from 
his gun as a tourniquet around his leg. His quick thinking and 
courage no doubt saved his life. (D. M. Fordham) 


Not so fortunate was South African diver Fred Swartz, cave 
diving with the Transvail Underwater Research group. Fred’s 
life line bacame tangled on a rock on the bottom and when he 
tried to surface with regulator trouble, the line held him to the 
bottom. Diving to free himself, his air supply halted compeltely 
and he drowned. Another lesson for all divers quickly followed. 
After friends had given Mr. Swartz artificial respiration for nearly 
two hours, a doctor certified him dead. Later, at the mortuary, it 
was discovered that more artificial respiration would undoubtedly 
have revived him. Let us all take notice of this. A doctor, some- 
times, can be the greatest danger to a drowning victim. Continue 
respiration until all hope is gone, until rigor mortis is apparent. 
Proof of this can be found in the following story. 


A young boy was drowned three weeks ago in a lagoon on the 
South Coast of Africa. Lifesavers and doctors worked on him for 
an hour with no avail and finally certified him as dead, then 
stopped respiration. A young woman, believing the truth of the 
above story, pleaded with them to continue but they refused. 
Desperately, she continued respiration herself for another hour. 
Pleading for assistance she nearly collapsed through sheer ex- 
haustion when the youngster revived to the amazement of the 
dumbfounded onlookers. 


Take this to heart . . . one day it may be you who needs assist- 
ance. (Duc Dives) 


To make shark infested waters safer for swimmers and divers, 
four Sydney, Australia, men have been experimenting with shark 
killing drugs. Dr. Shane Watson, Ted Louis, David Rowling and 
Ron Taylor dived for hours into shark packs off a reef north of 
Cronulla, Australia, shooting the fish with hypodermic needles 
attatched to spears. According to Dr. Watson, “We are seeking 
a drug that kills a shark instantly, thus giving spearfishermen a 
weapon with which they’ll be safe in all shark infested waters.” 
(Angler's Digest and Shooter’s Monthly) 


The gills of a fish are simply lungs worn inside-out. The many 
filaments permit diffusion of disolved oxygen from the water into 
the blood, and the reverse for CO2.

. .. Why don’t they??? Find a reasonable, 
practical method to make a skin diver safe 
from sharks. 

For instance: Manufacture a six shot 
pistol firing small spears containing a poi- 
son such as curare or cyanide which would 
virtually instantly stop a large shark and 
would give a diver a second chance if he 
mised the first time and would protect him 
in the event that he was attacked by several 
sharks at once. 

A judicious, acutious, well trained diver 
is reasonably safe from the bends, but if 
he dives in tropical waters then this diver 
is not safe from sharks as proved by the two 
articles in the August issue of “Skin Diver 
Magazine,” “Ring Around The Rosey— 
Shark Style” and “Shark Attack Off La 
Jolla” and by numerous reports of fatalities 
and injuries this past summer. 

It seems to me that this is the most im- 
portant problem presently confronting the 
skin diving fraternity. 

A pistol is suggested because it would 
some times be necessary in close quarters 
where a rifle type of weapon would be un- 
wieldable. The poison could be contained 
in a capsule which upon impact was dis- 
charged into the bloodstream of the shark. 
The spear could be driven by gun powder 
similar to the “Mordem .38 caliber Under- 
water Jet Spear Gun.” 

What big game hunter would roam the 
African jungles equipped with a single shot 
rifle that took him 60 seconds to reload? 
Yet, that is less dangerous than being in 
shark waters with a spear gun that at best 
is unlikely to kill a shark except by swim- 
ming him to exhaustion. Worse still, what 
if there are several sharks as mentioned in 
“Shark Attack Off La Jolla?” Let’s make 
skin diving a sport for courageous and in- 
telligent human beings who enjoy the won- 
ders of God’s creation, not a game of Rus- 
sian Roulette for foolhardy individuals who 
are willing to risk the loss of their lives or 
the mutilation of their body for the sake 
of a few thrills and a little adventure. 

Perhaps the suggested pistol is not a de- 
sirable solution to the problem. There may 
be legal obstacle to putting such a danger- 
ous weapon into the hands of the general 
public, but a solution to the shark problem 
is needed.

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. Last year when our Association was 
established you were so kind to insert some 
news about us in your magazine. At present 
we should appreciate if you would inform 
your readers about the following: 

Since the establishing of the Nederlandse 
Bond voor Onderwatersport (NBvO) in No- 
vember 1959, we have seen a steady growth 
of the number of skin divers in the Nether- 
lands, proving that the idea to establish such 
an association was sound and the right thing 
to do at that time. Because the Dutch wa- 
ters are generally not so very clear a lot of 
the members organized in 1960 common 
trips to the South of France, Italy and 
Yugoslavia. 

A highlight was an expedition of a large 
group to the isle of Elba, where beautiful 
clear waters and many marine animals pro- 
vided a real divers paradise for our friends. 
Several participants to this trip did not 
only bring home a healthy new tan, but also 
very ancient, amphorae and other pottery 
that was found on the sea bottom. 

Other groups did not go so far from 
home, but went to the Schelde Estuary 
where a very valuable assistance was given 
to marine biological research institutes. 

Several marine animals and seaweeds 
were found that were not known to grow 
in our sea. In the North Sea assistance was 
given to our fisheries authorities in estab- 
lishing the right mesh size of trawl nets, and 
making investigations to the efficiency of 
such nets in relation to the towing speed. In 
spite of the fact that the weather at that 
time was very bad, the result of this job 
was strikingly good and to the entire satis- 
faction of the authorities concerned. 

A very extensive search was made to the 
old Roman Castle Brittenburg which ac- 
cording to old tales should be situated not 
far in the sea on a spot where about 1000 
years ago there was dry land. There was a 
tremendous cooperation and assistance 
from shipping companies, press, and gov- 
ernment but in spite of this joint effort and 
to the disappointment of the many divers 
no remains of the Castle could be found. 

Due to the continuous publicity of this 
project a lot of people came to the clubs 
for information and membership. 

We thank you in advance for your kind 
cooperation in inserting this message, and

.. . Referring to Robert Sanders’ article in 
“Reader’s Ripples” as to successful use of 
telephoto lenses underwater, assuming that 
lenses of 3” and over may be classed as tele- 
photo when used with 35 mm film, the 
answer is “‘yes,” but not worth the cost. 


About 1935 my company developed an 
underwater camera in which the lenses 
could be shifted and there was a choice of 
1”, 2” and 3”. Our theory was that we 
could shoot the activity of small fish with- 
out scaring them by getting too close, and 
we could, but we could do better by per- 
mitting the small fish to become a little ac- 
customed to the camera and taking advan- 
tage of increased depth of focus in the 
shortest focal length lens. During the many 
years since 1935 we have seldom used any- 
thing but the widest angle, shortest focal 
length lens available for underwater motion 
pictures and stills.

HOLIDAY 


M EMBERS of Denver's Mile High Skin Divers Club 
| - met recently in Guaymas, Mexico, for a week of 
diving and spearfishing in the Gulf of California. 

It was a cold. snowy weekend in Denver when the last 


two cars, loaded with divers, waved goodby to their wives 


and kids and started on the 1400 mile drive. Two of the 
divers driving pickup-campers had gone on the day be- 
fore with all the scuba tanks and heavy gear. We were all 
to meet in Guaymas Sunday night, only 24 hours from 
Denver if we took turns at the wheel, drove steadily, and 
had no breakdowns. 

We made it without a hitch, and followed by a cloud 
of dust billowing from the sun-baked streets of downtown 
Guaymas, we spotted the first of our troups already ex- 
ploring the night life of this old Spanish port city. 

Guaymas, named after an Indian tribe called “Guay- 
menas,” was first settled in 1760, and served as a Spanish- 
Mexican free port in 1841. The port was attacked by US. 
naval forces in 1847 and occupied until 1848. In 1854 
Guaymas was the scene of heavy fighting when some 400 
pirates headed by Count Rascourt de Bourbon failed in 
their attempt to seize the city. 

We discovered that the resort area we were looking for, 
with its charter boats, is separated from the city by a 
mountainous peninsula which creates two communities : 
the city with its cathedral, shrimp docks and freighters in 
the harbor; and Bacochibampo Bay, about two miles 
around the peninsula, with its deep sea fishing boat docks 
and the Hotel Miramar Beach where most of the divers 
stayed. This area is well known for its big runs of marlin 
and sailfish which generally occur between April and June. 

Early Monday morning, all anxious to “get wet.” we 
rented a glass bottom boat for a cruise of the bay. How- 
ever, the Byater proved too murky, and after several of 
the wog@dieetsengers became seasick, we returned to the 
dock; tired and dr ippointed. 

site tormerhmrroes, lifferept story. Some of the divas 
elemeCetetaceMeme Uomo Mehmed commcrciggheena es 
and the next three days were spent diving, eating, sun- 
pathing..and- more diving-off this -beat-up-old fishing boat 
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most of the divers who were used to frigid Colorado lake 


diving. 

We found the eating faciliti¢s in the area were excellent 
—-only two of the divers suffered a short siege of intestinal 
disorder, and they were the only two who ate chop suey. 
They attributed their quick recovery to a local beverage 
mixed by the ship’s cook. It was made with tequila, hot 
milk and egg mixed with hot water in which had been

boiled some cinnamon bark. They drank this tasty cock- 
tail after finishing off the supply of a new sulpha drug the 
club’s secretary, Don Wilkerson, had the foresight to bring 
along from Denver. 

The language barrier, both aboard ship and in town, 
offered no difficutlies—most of the Mexicans could under- 
stand our “Spanish” and frantic hand waving. And when 
that didn’t work, we would call upon our “interpreter,” 
Eloy Perea, one of the Denver divers who spoke Mexican- 
Spanish as a youngster in New Mexico. 

Perea also assisted in conversing with the crew of our 
boat and helping to identifying some of the strange species 
of fish that were speared. For instance, in talking with the 
crew we discovered that one kind of fish we were bringing 
up was called a parrotfish—very good eating! 

One of the things that may have added to the fine flavor 
of our meals aboard ship could be attributed to the methods 
of our cook who, it always seemed, had to make engine 
repairs prior to preparing the meal. Then, after a healthy 
swig from his bottle of tequila, he would wipe the grease 
from his hands on his grimy trousers and perpare one of the 
most delicious sea food dinners the hungry divers ever 
tasted . . . that is until the last day when the cook didn’t 
show for the early morning sailing. 

After waiting until almost 10:00 in the morning for our 
engine room mate-cook to report, two of our group drove 
back to Guaymas to try to locate him or a replacement. 
They returned about an hour later after having bailed our 
bewhiskered, still hung-over chief steward from a 15-day 
jail sentence levied for hiring a taxi without sufficient 
funds. 

This last day’s diving in Mexico was the best yet. After 
finally “getting up steam,” we chugged into the Gulf and 
headed South to an area of deep water and coral caves, 
kelp beds and natural arches spanning quiet coves. We 
clunked ahead slowly to set the anchor and finally wheezed 
to a stop, our wake slapping softly against the base of 
cactus studded cliffs rising perpendicular on three sides 
of our little boat. 

The engine hadn’t echoed its last cough when four divers, 
spearguns in hand, splashed into the water and disap- 
peared quickly beneath the surface. As we swung into our 
scuba we watched their exploding bubbles snake across 
the gentle swells and vanish into the shadows—we would 
be next. 

Jim Smith, and yours truly, the club photographer, took 
a test breath from our scuba and did “sailor-rolls” off the 
boat in good “Mike Nelson” style. We kicked straight down 
and found the sandy bottom of the cove at 65 feet. 

After surveying the immediate area we finned slowly 
toward the rocky coast, rising with the floor of the cove up 
to 30 feet, and glided into an area of waving kelp and 
coral-shrouded caves. Here Smith began his hunt for the 
“big one,” and I checked the settings on my camera. 

I might as well have left the camera in the boat be- 
cause the water was still not conductive to good photo- 
graphy—I could get fine close ups, but this could be done 
in any Colorado lake. I wanted pictures that would show 
the surrounding rocks and kelp as well as the hunter and 
the hunted. I did manage, however, to get some good 
color slides of Smith entering and leaving a cave, and a 
few close ups of him aiming his speargun into the kelp... 
these will be good to show friends when we tell about the 
“big one that was fortunate enough to get away.” 

.. . We saw a dark form coming toward us. Was it one 
of the killer whales we had heard were in the vicinity? 
I edged closer to Jim, and was glad we had followed our 
club’s rule about not diving alone. Jim flipped the safety on 
his gun, and I raised the camera to my mask. Suddenly, the 
form changed direction and circled, then apparently seeing 
us, it headed again in our direction. As it closed in on us

I recognized my old diving buddy, George Tate, pulling 
along his large “Addict” gun he had built for the “really 
big ones,” George signaled that he wasn’t having much 
luck either. 

Our day ended without seeing any of the large fish 
that were said to inhabit these waters, but we did get our 
share of small ones—10 to 20 Ibs.—and enjoyed another 
delicious fish fry on the way back to Guaymas that evening. 

The next morning—Friday—we awoke late, took aspirin 
to dull the pain from our tequila hang-overs and headed 
back to Nogales where we hoped we would be allowed to 
re-enter the United States. We had all acquired sunburns 
and some of us had grown beards, We weren’t too sure 
that we didn’t resemble a car-load of “wet-backs.” 

All went well.at the border, however, and 20 hours later 
our wives listened patiently to stories of adventure while 
the kids ran next door to show their friends the shells and 
starfish and other such wonderous items brought “home

All of us have lectures on the 
ology of diving. Intact, nof 
healthy air containing passages, si 
as sinuses, middle ear, lungs and 
joining structures are essential. Even 
decaying tooth can be the source of 
very disquieting pain when air trapped 
under pressure expands as one sur- 
faces. 

Let’s begin with the eyes. The near- 
sighted individual, that is, one who 
cannot see things clearly in the dis- 
tance, is at a disadvantage without his 
glasses and unless some provision is 
made to incorporate his correction into 
his mask, his diving should be limited. 
The same applies to any other person 
who cannot see clearly without his 
glasses. Color blindness, which is pres- 
sent in one out of every twelve males, 
is no bar to diving. It may deprive the 
diver who is fortunate enough to spend 
some time in the clear technicolor 
water of the southern latitudes of their 
true vivid beauty, but it entails little, 
if any, personal danger. 

Should a person with sight in only 
one eye be allowed to enjoy this sport ? 
I say no, and my reason is that air and 
water have one thing in common ; they 
are homogeneous masses without ob- 
jects dispersed throughout their me- 
dium as is terra firma. Visually, this 
means there are no secondary clues, 
such as overlapping and size difference 
by which one can judge distance. In 
water and air, we rely on stereoscopic 
vision, a property of both eyes seeing

the same object simultaneously from 
a slightly different angle. Without 
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Those who chronic lung ail- 
ments such as Bagnchitis, bronchiec- 
tasis, or who have had _ tuberculosis 
treated by surgery or drugs, should 
dive with reservations. Consideration 
should be given to the individual’s 
state at the time of diving. 

Diving places extra demands on 
heart function. As enjoyable as it may 
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is also the entire gastro-intes- 
al tract to be considered—right 
rom the mouth to the anus. Dentures 
do not exclude a person from this ac- 
ivity but they do not increase the risk. 
person with many teeth missing 
s a far greater chance of getting 
} trouble than some one with well- 
g dentures. Although a peptic 
Pr is an inconvenience and a dis- 
fort, unless it has bled it is no 
eason to keep a person from diving. 
Other conditions such as a spastic 
colon, dyspepsia, hemorrhoids, etc., 
have to be weighed on an individual 
basis. Hernias should be repaired be- 
fore becoming an active diver. 

Many other things related to the 
nervous system should also be investi- 
gated ; for example, epilepsy. 

By talking to the person, observing 
the way questions are answered and his 
mannerisms, one can obtain a rough 
psychological assessment of the indi- 
vidual. Questions relating to claustro- 
phobia, likes and dislikes are also help- 
ful. 

Laboratory tests to determine the 
hemaglobin value for blood and a 
urinalysis should be done. The hema- 
globin value is an indication of the 
oxygen carrying capacity of the blood. 
From an examination of the urine it 
can be learned if the person is a diabe- 
tic, has a kidney disease or an infec- 
tion in his bladder. 

Prevention is the cornerstone of 
safety. Physical examination is the only 
sure way of determining whether an 
individual is or is not fit to dive. Any 
person who knows he is unfit to dive 
and does so, not only endangers his 
own life, but under the buddy system, 
places another person’s life in jeop- 
ardy. >= 
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I DIDN'T ACTUALLY HEAR the frogs stop yawping, but when 
I jerked awake there wasn’t a sound anywhere except for 
the sea.

S THE giant marquee lights 
flash off at midnight on Saturday, 
January 21, 1961, a small safari

RECOVERY OF 






THE GRACEFUL AIRSHIP LAY 
CRUMPLED ON THE OCEAN 
FLOOR . .. ORDERS WERE TO 
DIVE ON HER WRECKAGE. 


HE crash occured at 3:11 p.m.; July 6, 1960, leav- 
T ing eighteen dead or missing at the bottom of the 
Atlantic. The three men who survived the disaster were 
the lucky crew members of the Navy’s giant dirigible, the 
ZPG-3W Reliance, the world’s largest airship. The 
airship went down with twenty-one men aboard for 
reasons unknown to the public. All that is known of that 
fateful flight is that it was a search mission to locate a 
missing yacht which was later found. 

As the leviathan 403 foot wreckage sank slowly to the 
bottom of the ocean, U. S. Coast Guard and commercial 
fishing boats in the area rushed to the scene. Within a 
short time the U.S.S. McGowan and the U.S.S. Essex 
had also arrived, however, only four of the crew mem- 
bers were recovered and of those only three lived. 

Helicopters were immediately dispatched from Lake- 
hurst Naval Air Station, home of the giant airship, to 
the scene for further reports of the mishap. Upon further 
information of the accident, salvage ships were dispatched 
from Philadelphia, Penna, and Norfolk, Virginia. Diving 
operations were started on Friday from the U.S.S. Kiowa. 

Hard hat and scuba divers from this ship, due to their 
lack of knowledge of this type of aircraft, were hampered 
in recovering the bodies of the crew members. As a result 
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of this difficulty Fire Chief A. Hermanni of the Air 
Station Fire Department was requested to have his under- 
water search and recovery team ready to leave the 
Barnegat Coast Guard Station Saturday morning for the 
crash scene since these men were familiar with the con- 
struction of the airship. Upon arrival at the scene we 
boarded the Kiowa where first diving operations had been 
conducted. The Fire Department diving team headed by 
myself was put into service. Upon orders from the Navy 
the first concern was the recovery of the missing men that 
were lost aboard the airship. 

After working on the airships and seeing so many of 
them flying around our area, to see it sitting on the bottom 
of the ocean collapsed and completely out of its element 
was a very eerie sight. Also having known some of the 
crew members, one of them actually my next door neigh- 
bor, added even more to the feeling. 

On our first descent to the bottom the water became 
very cold after passing the 60 foot level, the total depth 
varying from 72 to 80 feet. Visibility was very good from 
four to five feet, and an outline visibility up to 15 feet. 
The bottom was hard white sand with very little marine 
life. On our way down we passed large pinnacles of blimp 
cloth supported by air and helium reaching thirty to forty 
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feet toward the surface. Upon reaching the bottom we 
discovered the car sitting upright with the starboard side 
of the pilot’s cockpit exposed and the plexiglass wind- 
shield knocked out. 


Our first dive consisted of a complete swim around the 
airship in search of entry points. As we pulled ourselves 
around the wreckage by handfuls of fabric and cables 
that were lazily shifting in the currents we found about 
90 percent of the car covered by tons of heavy rub- 
berized canvas fabric which had been supported in the 
air by 1,500,000 cu. ft. of helium. After returning to the 
surface with a mental picture of the airship and its posi- 
tion on the bottom, plans were made to remove some of 
the wreckage from the top of the car. Repeated dives 
were made by the Navy and civilian divers with cables 
which were attached to portions of the airship, and sec- 
tions were brought to the surface. Through these efforts 
we were able to enter sections of the car. 


Sundy morning Richard Toole of the Operations De- 
partment at the Air Station, one of my constant diving 
partners, and myself dived to about forty feet to attach 
cables to one of the fins of the airship which was sup- 
ported by air pockets in the blimp cloth. This hampered 
our recovery operations. These fins, about 20 by 30 feet 
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and painted silver, were laying on their sides. They were 
visible due to their bright color in the sun rays pene- 
trating the water. As we walked around the outer edge 
lacing a cable in and out of the braces that had supported 
the fins it was like walking on air. 

After we returned to the surface an attempt was made 
to bring these pieces up. The strain was so great it snapped 
the two inch cables attached to the fins. A transfer was 
made to the U.S.S. Salvager because it had greater 
lifting capacity and was better equipped to handle this 
diving operation. 

Search operations were started at sun-up Monday 
morning by Navy divers. A little after lunch Bill Neely, 
also of the Air Station and who was of great assistance 
to me throughout the entire operation, entered the water 
with me by making the usual jump from the side of the 
Salvager. We were on the first dive after the outriggers 
and engines had been torn from the car along with a 
great deal of fabric. This had been accomplished by 
lifting cables from the Salvager, under the command of 
Cmdr. F. P. Jordan and Lt. Homer, executive and diving 
officer. 

After reaching the bottom we started our search through 
the scattered ruins of the giant airship which seemed to

lay in every direction we looked. We could see that large 
portions of the car had been torn open and some new 
points of entry into the car had been exposed. As we 
made our way into one of these openings we came upon 
overnight bags, flight jackets and brief cases belonging 
to members of the crew. These were sent to the surface 
by extra life jackets that we found laying about the 
wreckage. 

After making further entry into the bulk of wreckage 
we came upon one of the crew members lying face down 
and pinned by pieces of gear from within the car. As 
we worked to free the debris holding this crewman down 
we came upon three more members of the crew that were 
trapped in the next comparment. Being unable to free 
the other man and since we had gone into our reserve air 
supply, we swam the first crewman to the surface. 

The last few feet were free ascent as our air supply 
was completely exhausted. After relating our experiences 
and the conditions on the bottom it was decided that I 
should make another dive with Lt. Taylor and Boatswain’s 
Mate Phillips, two outstanding Navy divers from the 
Salvager. Evening was upon us and we wanted to bring 
the other members to the surface before nightfall. On 
this dive the working conditions were very difficult as 
we had a large amount of debris to remove in order to 
make the recovery possible. After bringing the three men 
to the surface diving was discontinued for that day. 

With the deck of the Salvager filled with large portions 
of the wreckage, diving operations were transferred from 
the Salvager to the U.S.S. Windlass. 

The next three days three more crew members along 
with a great portion of the wreckage, including the in- 
strument panels from the pilot’s cockpit, were recovered 
and brought to the deck of the Windlass. The instrument 
panel was of great value to the investigation board. Upon 
reaching the surface from one of the dives on Thursday 
the fine weather that had allowed us so much good diving 
time had come to the end. Unaware to us while on the 
bottom a storm had started topside and when we broke 
through the surface a downpour of rain greeted us along 
with tremendous swells and high winds. We had a great 
deal of difficulty boarding the diving stage which at times 
was completely submerged and in the next moment was 
two to three feet out of the water. Thanks to the fast 
moving deck crew this wild elevator ride was a short one. 
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Portions of blimp cloth and aluminum framing 
being hauled aboard the USS Windlass. 


The ocean was tossing about so much that we were 
dragging our anchors so the Navy ordered the group to 
the Philadelphia Navy Yard to escape the storm and un- 
load section of the airship covering the decks. 


Preparations were made to get under way and buoys 
were dropped over the location of the airship to mark 
our return. As the buoys disappeared to the stern of our 
ship it seemed as though we were deserting the remain- 
ing crew members that we hoped to find in the wreckage 
on the ocean floor. 

After a rough trip down the Jersey Coast and up the 
Delaware to the Philadelphia Navy Yard we arrived at 
1:00 p.m. on Friday July 15, 1960, where a Navy bus and 
a fleet of tractors and trailers were waiting to take us 
and the wreckage back to Lakehurst. 


On Monday morning at 5:00 a.m. the operation started 
again for us of Lakehurst with a ride on a 40 foot Coast 
Guard boat from the Barnegat Coast Guard Station to 
the crash scene 18 miles at sea. We received the greatest 
cooperation throughout the entire operation from this 
Coast Guard Station. Upon arrival at the crash scene we 
went aboard the Windlass where diving operations had 
commenced. 


The remaining two days were spent making repeated 
dives by all divers, Navy and civilian, collecting all of 
the remaining parts of the airship that were left on the 
ocean floor. As the pieces became smaller a large steel 
cargo net was used to bring them to the surface. My last 
dive was made with two very competent Navy divers, 
Brown and Burke, on Tuesday morning at 5:00 a.m. to 
recover some confidential electronic equipment requested 
by Lt. Commander Kaiser and Lt. Apgar of ZW-1, the 
squadron from which this airship had been attached. 
After finding this gear we took one last look around the 
area in hopes of finding some of the five missing crew 
members. To date they have never been recovered. After 
going into our reserve air supply we returned to the 
Windlass and salvage operations were considered com- 
pleted. 

The entire operation took twelve days and was a very 
trying experience. Although the Navy has never revealed 
the causes of the crash, the two remaining sister ships of 
the Reliance have been ungrounded with several mod- 
ifications, >=»

Welcome to the houseboat in the harbor, but watch that first 
step. 
Although I should have known better, I went to a diving club 
meeting three weeks ago (just to reinforce my active dislike for 
all the talk, talk, talk and do nothing proceedings) and got in- 
volved in a lengthy “discussion” with S. M. Limke of Downey, 
California, in regard to the use of scuba gear while spearfishing. 
And since then I’ve been bugged with phone calls and hastily 
scribbled postcards from S. M. to justify the kook’s position that 
using scuba when fishing underwater is just as sportsmanlike as a 
line fisherman using rod and reel and fancy lures when he fishes 
from the shore. Bull-oney, S.M. 
A line fisherman pits his skill and intelligence against the fish by 
luring the fish to him. A spearfisherman pits his muscle and 
stamina against the fish by pursuing the fish in its own element. A 
scuba diver doesn’t give the fish an even chance. But a snorkel 
diver has limitations (a limited amount of air) which brings his 
pursuit of the fish on a more even level. Using scuba gear in spear- 
fishing is akin to running the one minute mile in a racing car. 
About the only worthwhile use scuba gear has been put to is in the 
many “underwater endurance tests’ that one has to endure read- 
ing about all too frequently. And this “sport” is about as produc- 
tive, scientific and sportsmanlike as a flagpole sitter using a flag- 
pole. Where is the sport? Where is the achievement? And what 
in hell does it prove after all? 
So keep buggin’ me, S. M., and the next time we go diving I'll 
cut your air hose, and then what will you do, sport? 
And here’s another items that has been bugging me, too... one 
that I would gladly pass on to the clubs and councils that need a 
sure-fire project for the coming year. Paul Marcoux, the club secre- 
tary of the Dithering Corp. of the University of New Brunswick 
in Fredericton, New Brunswick, Canada, says he would like to in- 
troduce “all you lucky divers” to a completely revolutionary pas- 
time, It is called Dithering and “consists of not less than five, and 
not more than I1 guys drifting into a room, sitting down and 
shooting the breeze.

Chet King is a diving addict—who isn’t ?—who believes in keep- 
ing the wife and kids home “where they belong” while he’s out 
with the boys. This has precipitated a number of arguments in this 
King’s castle for several years now. But Chet sticks to his guns— 
spearguns that is—and in spite of his Beautiful Young Wife’s ob- 
jections, goes diving with the boys at every opportunity. And how 
is this apparant blemish in an otherwise perfect marriage going to 
be erased? Well, it’s Saturday, March 25th, and Chet told the 
BYW last night that in spite of her objections he is going diving 
with the boys today as usual. He’s going as usual—except for some 
very unusual developments which we note in... 
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:30 a.m.: Blast of dynamite rocks the house. No, it’s just the 
alarm clock going off. Head hurts like hell. Should have quit 
the poker game before 4:00 this morning. Betty’s gonna be 
shook, but I’m going diving today with the boys anyway.

Accidentally 
bang closet door. Wife yells “Burglar!” and is up screaming. 
Kids yell for me. Head is splitting. Stub toe getting gear 
stashed back in closet.

She’s being too sweet for some reason that I can’t figure out. 
My head is still fuzzy, my chin feels like its broken, my leg 
hurts from kick and dog bite, and my toe is beginning to swell 
in my shoe. I yell at Bobby to go to the store for bread. 

9:30 a.m.: I am talking to Fred on the telephone when Bobby 
walks in empty-handed. I tell Fred to hold the line while I 
get second son squared away. Bobby says I didn’t tell him 
white or wholewheat. I make big threat, kid leaves. Fred says 
he has had an “accident.” His mother-in-law hit him in the 
arm with his weight belt. He thinks its broken and will check 
with me when he gets back from the doctor’s office. I feel 
sorry for hen-pecked Fred. I feel sorry for myself—stomach 
upset, head puffed up like a balloon, chin busted, leg smart- 
ing, shin sore.

Says he doesn’t trust 
plumber, so he will wait until job is finished before leaving 
wife. I am to call Fred. 

9:50 a.m.: Bobby yells from back door that I didn’t give him any 
money, so he still hasn’t got the bread. Dog hikes left rear leg 
over diving gear on porch. I make made dash to get dog away 
from gear, stumble over tank, bark other shin. I say bad 
words, Bobby laughs again, dog growls again. Head still 
jarred loose, both legs in bad shape. 

9:55 a.m.: Call Fred to tell him Al is delayed. Mother-in-law tells 
me Fred has gone to doctor with wife but that they are ex- 
pected back by noon because Fred’s wife has to meet some 
friends. 

10:05 a.m.: I call Al to tell him about Fred. Al says plumber is 
now checking the hot water heater and gas pipes in floor 
furnace. Doesn’t think he will get away to go diving after 
all since his wife has to be down-town at noon. I tell him 
OK if that’s the way he’s gonna be about it. 

10:45 a.m.: Fred’s wife calls to say that Fred’s arm is in a cast 
so he can’t go diving this weekend, but would I put my wife 
on the phone. 


11:00a.m.: Wife hangs up phone, smiles sweetly and tells me 
that she is going with “the girls” for their first diving lesson at 
the Y, and that I can take care of the kids while she’s gone 
since we fellas have called off our diving trip. 

12:00 noon: Wife has gone diving. I am stuck with the kids fight- 
ing at the kitchen table. Real headache just beginning. Cut 
my finger trying to open can of soup. Legs too sore to kick 
about it, chin too swollen to let me gripe, and the dog is 
circling the coffee table with indefinable intentions. Can’t 
wait til the wife graduates from her skin diving course so 
we can go diving together—and to hell with Al and Fred! 
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= Harpy, an active diver with a yen to work with young 
people and his hobby diving, has successfully combined the two 
interests as an instructor in diving with the Glendale, California, 
YMCA. 

The twenty-two year old diver presently holds the title of camp 
manager at Camp Fox, the Y’s camp at Catalina Island, where 
he spends twelve weeks each summer supervising diving for the 
six hundred 9-15 year old boys attending. 

Jon started working at Camp Fox in 1955 as a dishwasher and 
worked his way up through lifeguard, etc. to camp manager. 

Although his duties at Camp Fox are restricted to the summer 
months only, he spends his winters teaching lifeguarding, snorkel 
and scuba diving and water safety at the Glendale Y and is a stu- 
dent at Los Angeles State College. He is in his final year in a rec- 
reation major 

Jon started diving in the winter of 1954 and was introduced to 
scuba in 1956. The following year he started instructing scuba at 
the YMCA before their national program was adopted, and has 
taught over five hundred students since then. He is now certified 
by three different organizations to teach diving and associated 
water safety techniques. 

He was certified an instructor at the most recent Los Angeles 
County Underwater Instructor Certification banquet and is both 
an aquatics instructor and diving instructor through national 
YMCA certification. Under the Red Cross he is certified as an 
instructor in first aid and water safety. 

Jon is not a member of an organized diving club, but is advisor 
to many of the YMCA boys diving clubs. He is personally against 
spearfishing and enjoys recovery and salvage, ocean cave diving 
and instruction of diving. 

For the past seven years he has spent his summers at Catalina 
diving constantly. During this time he has recovered hundreds 
of articles, motors, anchors, personal belongings, diving gear, fish- 
ing equipment and salvaged boats. Two old barnacle encrusted 
sailing anchors adorn the entrance of his home. As Camp Fox is 
the only camp on the island that allows diving (and promotes it) 
anyone in the area losing something comes to the camp for assist- 
ance in recovery. Jon has earned his expenses recovering lost 
articles. 

The camp’s water supply is from the ocean and is passed 
through a huge concrete tank before entering the sanitation sys- 
tem. The large tank with the constantly changing supply of salt 
water has proved an excellent “‘aquarium.” Jon catches sharks, 
turtles and other marine specimens for the campers to study. He 
says this is an excellent way to teach the boys too young to dive 
about marine life. The animals are only kept a few days and then 
returned to the ocean. One five foot angel shark had balked at 
captivity and banged its head against the sides of the tank, so Jon 
now returns everything after a short stay in the tank. He enjoys 
taking things from the ocean to show the kids, but likes to return 
them unharmed. 

He makes at least a hundred scuba dives in the summer months 
and equals that number during the rest of the year. In addition 
to checking out divers at the camp, he does all the Y’s underwater 
work at Catalina including putting in moorings and laying the 
salt water pipe line to the “aquarium” each year. This past sum- 
mer he put in twenty new moorings. Underwater shows are put 
on under the glass bottom boats for the non-diving campers. 

Jon has dived most of the California channel islands, the entire 
Southern California coast, both sides of Baja California and has 
tried gold diving in the northern fresh water streams. He prefers 
islands diving and the discovery of virgin reefs. 

“Although each dive isn’t spectacular, there is always some- 
thing new happening and each dive holds excitement,” he said, 
“I get a thrill every time I find a new reef with the eels feeding 
in the open, bull lobster strolling around and loaded with tame 
fish.” 

Jon had one rather humorous experience while trying to get a 
four foot horn shark for the Camp Fox aquarium. He spotted the 
shark in a cave and tried to get into the cave, but the entrance 
was too small. He took off his tank, went into the cave, brought 
the tank in, got the shark, went through the same routine getting 
out, then surfaced with the new aquarium specimen. 

He has one very good statement for all beginning divers—be 
calm and don’t panic. 

The future of diving is in the hands of consciencious men such 
as Jon who have chosen to spend their lives training young 
people. =»

and currents, could win or lose a battle. Those who could 
most accurately predict a sudden squall, or a chance cur- 
rent, lived the longest and won the most battles. 

However, much of this study concerned shallow water 
regions near land. The deep ocean was safe. To run or to 
fight depended largely on courage and a fair wind. 

Today this is no longer true. Recently oceanographers 
have been forced into a detailed study of sub-surface con- 
ditions in order to improve, for instance, our submarine 
and anti-submarine warfare. Thorough knowledge, they 
realized, must be gained of the depths, the abyss, to make 
such weapons and their related electronics equipment re- 
liable and effective. And these studies, oceanographers 
know, will have as great an effect on the future as past 
studies have on present techniques. 

The work of such famed oceanographers of the past as 
Lt. Mathew Fontaine Maury, for example, is in great evi- 
dence today. The value of his oceanographic information 
to sea captains convinced the Navy of the importance of 
such research. Maxwell’s work in electricity and Lord 
Raleigh’s work in acoustics, though they may not have 
realized it at the time, play a great part in our modern day 
underwater electronics equipment. 

Basic research, yes. But in every field research must 
start at the beginning and develop. One of Lt. Maury’s 
first results was the accurate prediction of the location of 
the disabled transport San Francisco, a victim of a hurri- 
cane. Due to his knowledge of ocean currents, he pin- 
pointed the drifting wreck, and because of his first pioneer 
studies modern air-sea rescue operations are aided. 

The oceans, in wartime, are completely neutral . . . but 
potentially friendly to the country which knows them best. 

Oceanic plants and animals must be considered. In some 
cases, such as the snapping shrimp, their noises can be used 
as camouflage from unfriendly sonar. Other chattering and 
moaning from the creatures of the sea can be friend or foe, 
depending on knowledge. 

Studies on fouling organisms led to faster testing of anti- 
fouling paints and thus saved a great deal of time and 
money, besides relieving the strain on Navy drydocks. 
Small things perhaps, but added into the total defense pic- 
ture they spotlight the importance of oceanography. 

Every scrap of information about the oceans of the 
world can be used either directly or indirectly by the Navy 
for defense. Such knowledge is needed for design, testing 
and operational use of all types of equipment. Most in- 
struments, for example, depend on particular properties of 
the ocean for proper operation. Vertical and horizontal 
gradients of sound velocity, bottom topography, internal 
waves . . . each has a part in the functioning of electronics 
equipment. Sound propogation is limited presently by sus- 
pended solids, organisms, bubbles, properties of bottom 
sediments, and even temperature. Still, with our modern 
atomic submarines on the bottom for extended periods, 
sound propogation becomes extremely important. 
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Of course variability of the oceans is a major factor af- 
fecting testing and operation of equipment. In one area an 
instrument may work perfectly, in another not at all. With 
improvements in theory and more precise statistical and 
synoptic information on particular areas of the oceans, the 
validity of statistical predictions of oceanographic param- 
eters in other oceanic areas will improve. Also, much in- 
formation has been collected in fair weather sections of 
our oceans, thus statistical averages at present might be 
heavily weighted in the direction of more moderate condi- 
tions. Necessary now is information from winter or stormy 
months... the artic and antarctic . . . less accessable areas. 

Proper forecasting, the predicting of basic oceanic prop- 
erties upon which equipment depends, must be irhproved. 

Their importance . . . ? Successful amphibious landings 
on Sicily during World War II were based on conditions 
under which the enemy felt assault was impossible. Our 
forecasters knew they were not. 

Present tidal forecasts are an example of what can be 
done, and in the future there is no reason to assume that 
we cannot predict large, sudden oceanic variations due to 
wind, atmospheric pressure, local bathymetric features and 
earthquakes. Naval Weather Service now uses routinely the 
new wave forecasting system developed by the U. S. Hy- 
drographic Office. Excellent iceberg movement predictions 
are made by International Ice Patrol, a branch of the UV. S. 
Coast Guard. 

Similar work in other oceanic areas would improve navi- 
gation, reconnaissance, station keeping and other activities, 
particularly with our submarine forces. A one knot current, 
for instance, is just as important to a ten knot submarine 
as a 60 knot wind is to 600 knot airplane. 

How can this needed information be obtained? Gen- 
erally, through the continued support of oceanographic in- 
stitutions, the Navy Labs and Hydrographic Offices (and 
cooperation between the two) , and the systematic observa- 
tion and collection of data with a planned ocean-wide 
survey. A substantial increase in facilities will be required, 
with more man-power in non-federal and Navy labora- 
tories. 

With information gained, what can then be predicted 
of the future? Does the Mid-Atlantic Ridge appear similar 
to the Rocky Mountains or is the topography very differ- 
ent? More precision echo soundings coupled with precise 
navigational techniques will answer this basic question. 
How thick are the soft sediments on the steeper slopes? 
What kind of detection systems will work best in this area 
which covers about a third of the North Atlantic. Precise 
navigation will be possible with accurate topographic 
maps, and depth and near-surface current measurements. 
The possibilities of concealment and protection will be re- 
vealed. 

In the dangerous game of hide and seek which navies 
of the world play, success and victory will be the prize of 
the commander and the nation who best understands and 
uses this neutral but potentially friendly environment 
covering nearly two-thirds of our earth. >»

fornia’s evenings, the remaining 
students of what is probably one of 
the “world’s toughest civilian diving 
courses” gathered to receive diplomas. 
It was the end of three months of 
training, 90 rugged hours of classwork, 
pool practice and ocean diving. 
Though friendship and good-will pre- 
vailed at the banquet, it was not in 
evidence during the training. Los An- 
geles County Dept. of Parks and 
Recreation has issued cards to over 
fifty thousand divers, students of these 
men and others like them, and never 
has there been a fatality. This record 
is a mark of pride to Training Direc- 
tor Paul J. McComack and Training 
Co-ordinator Vince Van Detta, who 
handled most of the actual classroom 
training, and they don’t want it mar- 
red by gentle treatment of future in- 
structors. 

Originally conceived by the West 
Coast’s Bev Morgan, Los Angeles 
County’s training course was nursed 
through its infancy by Mr. Al Tillman, 
both of whom received their original 
training from the late Conrad Lim- 
baugh. Each year it grew longer...

and tougher. Each year the instructors 
graduated went out into the field and 
trained more divers . . . better. Just 
completed was the longest, and most 
comprehensive, Tenth Annual In- 
structor Certification Course. Mr. Mc- 
Comack has been with the program 
from the start and Mr. Van Detta most 
of the way. 


But besides the dedication of these 
two men, the spark plugs in the pro- 
gram today, what makes this “the 
toughest civilian course in the world” ? 


First and foremost, the extensive 
material to which the students are ex- 
posed. Second the rigid entrance exam- 
ination, physical, pool and written 
tests, and third the final examinations. 


Briefly, this is what the prospective 
instructor-trainee goes through to 
carry the LA County Card. After pay- 
ment of the fee, he is given a 500 ques- 
tion written test covering every pos- 
sible phase of diving. Successfully 
thrqugh this, he must take the rigorous 
pool test with accent on swimming and 
equipment handling skills. Then comes 
the personal interviews by past instruc- 


tors and members of. the Board of Di- 


training.

rectors of the underwater section of 
LA County. 


For those who make it, the training 
starts. For those who don’t, the fee is 
returned and they are asked to try 
again next year. 

Evenings and weekends are filled for 
the selected students in classroom 
work, assignments, pool and ocean div- 
ing. From beginning first aid to ad- 
vanced tube and surf mat rescue tech- 
niques, from basic skin diving to body 
search and recovery, from simple 
teaching techniques to full lectures be- 
fore actual LA County classes, the 
course covers every known phase of 
diving and teaching. 

A full day is spent in the mountains 
gold diving and three more days of 
diving and lectures on an island cruise 
aboard the “Vellron,” a motor launch 
used by the county. A full day is given 
to explanations and testing of new, yet 
to be released equipment, with the 
students taking the equipment under- 
water to try it out. 


Intermixed with all this are “off 
duty” assignments such as boat and 
shore dive plans for a student class, 


Training Coordinator Vince Van Detta lectures to 
class between pool work. Olympic sized, fourteen 
foot deep pool was used for pool section of 
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outlines of lectures to be given after 
graduation, oceanographic surveys of 
several coastal areas listing conditions, 
marine life, etc., organizational assign- 
ments, and many others. Without 
warning, spot tests are given at any 
time to be sure students are absorbing 
the difficult medical, physiological 
and teaching lectures. Failure in these 
can mean failure of the course. 

One weekend is spent at an oceanog- 
raphic museum, obtaining information 
for future student’s questions. Another 
weekend is allotted to a very difficult 
cliff and shore dive, to acquaint pros- 
pective instructors with what not to do 
with new students. Compass courses

are followed, legal limitations are 
studied and fish and game laws are di- 
gested. 

Finally the testing starts. First is a 
pool test to determine not only if the 
prospective instructor can function in 
a pool, but whether he can teach from 
underwater. Then the ocean test... 
ditch and recovery of equipment un- 
der very difficult conditions. Swell, 
surge, lack of visibility, marine life . . . 
everything conspires to make the test 
impossible to complete. And _ finally, 
the written test covering everything the 
student should have learned. 

Scores are compiled, total points 
added up. Some students make it,

darkened slightly. I knew at once that 
someone was around the door from me, 
peering in. I though of my sponging 
knife, but it was in my pack. 

Very slowly a dark shape began to 
insert itself between me and the lights 
of the hotel, without any sound. From 
the darkness of it, I could tell it was a 
native. I saw his sarong against the 
lighter sand, caught up and tucked 
into his belt to free his legs. In his hand 
something glinted—a knife. 

I took him then, before he could see 
properly, jumping up and diving at 
him. He heard me move and stamped 
the ground like a jackrabbit and ran. 
He made three steps down the beach 
before I hit his shoulders with my 
chest; then we were struggling in the 
loose sand. 

He was small-boned and sinewy like 
all Singhalese. I caught a whiff of betel 
nut. He twisted like a snake. I tried to 
get a grip on him, but he contorted, 
rolled sideways from under me, was up 
on his feet and away, dodging between 
the coconut palms. 

In the doorway of the hut I found 
his knife. It was an ordinary steel blade 
with hemp twisted around it for a han- 
dle. I smelled it. Fish. So the fishermen 
were after me! 

Up-coast in Puttalam I had had 
trouble with them. In Mullaittivu, 
someone had dropped a cobra in on me 
while I slept ; but that was after a hur- 
ricane had driven all the big fish out 
deep and put the prices up in the mar- 
ket. But at Batticaloa and Komariya 
and at Galle they hadn’t bothered me 
any. They thought I was mad, but I 
guess they respected a guy who hunted 
fish under the water, bringing in shark 
alone. But down here, where the de- 
mand always exceeded the supply and 
the reefs were ablaze with fish, trying 
to kill me didn’t make sense. 

I had been in Colombo four days 
and pulled in a hundred pounds of 
fish a day, which was as much as I 
could tow behind me swimming. It 
was a flea in a dog’s ear to them.

E HAVE LEARNED that to attempt 
W to set up more than two courses 
each year is too optimistic and have de- 
cided to have two national courses 
which can be used as standards to 
judge local certification of instructor 
efforts. We can recognize local certifi- 
cation programs, through “Skin Diver 
Magazine” but certification by NAUI 
will probably remain on a national 
level. Local groups who wish to initi- 
ate the action of having NAUI recog- 
nize their program and who are will- 
ing to cooperate in meeting NAUI 
minimum standards for their course 
may correspond with NAUI through 
“Skin Diver Magazine.” 

The two courses planned for this 
year are to be held in Brookfield, Wis- 
consin, and Ft. Lauderdale, Florida. 
The date of the Brookfield course is 
August 6-12 and the date for the Ft. 
Lauderdale course is August 13-19. 
The cost of the course at both Brook- 
field and Ft. Lauderdale is $75.00 
which includes the cost of instruction, 
testing, tanks and regulators, the open 
water dive and the graduation dinner 
Saturday night. Mr. Neal Hess and 
Mr. Al Tillman will personally guide 
the courses to insure excellence of in- 
struction and quality of testing. The 
diploma to be issued will be similar 
to the one given in Houston and the 
rights of those who are certified will 
be the same as the present NAUI 
Certified Underwater Instructors. A 
complete list of instructors for both 
courses will be given in either the May 
or June issue of “Skin Diver” or both. 
The course outline accompanies this 
article. 

The cost for rooms at Ft. Lauder- 
dale in the Galt Ocean Mile Hotel are 
as follows; single $8.00 a night; 
double 5.00 a night and a four man 
team to a room $3.50 each a night.

There are many skin diving schools 
throughout the country. Many are 
conducted by skin diving dealers. We'd 
like to present a different concept of 
diving schools. Our school, the Erick- 
son Diving School, Chicago, Illinois, is 
operated along the principles of the 
station to station method employed by 
the American Red Cross in teaching 
swimming. A new group of students 
begin our classes each week. As stu- 
dents progess in learning they move 
from station to station each week until 
they reach the final lesson. Obviously, 
many instructors are needed for this 
kind of school—at least one for each 
station. Our instructors are volunteers 
and are experts in their specific area 
of diving. In addition, each one is 
capable of taking over any area of the 
course. Of course, they are expert skin 


masks, fins, and snorkels. Don Good 
and Art Van Aman are in charge of 
this group.

large sting rays. In this same area, he 
speared a 10 pound hog fish which 
made excellent eating. “This is one of 
the most beautiful places I have ever 
seen. Many times we discovered large 
anchors and cannon firmly embedded 
in coral.’”” When Norm returned to the 
States, he was so enthusiastic that he 
worked in a diving shop in order to 
earn money for more equipment. 

The Mako Sharks feel there is a dis- 
tinct advantage in belonging to a club, 
no matter how small the membership. 
It’s a lot easier to share ideas and cost 
of project materials. Although they 
hope to increase their membership 
soon, they are already having plenty of 
fun participating in dives with adult 
groups. They often have invitations to 
dive with the Scubaneers or the Ford 
Sea Horses, and the president of the 
Michigan Skin Diving Council, Mr. 
Jim Keeney, once spoke at one of their 
weekly club meetings.

plane wing does, by pointing the nose 
in the desired direction. 

We have bored a hole in the handle 
in which we have inserted a push but- 
ton buzzer. Wires run from the buzzer 
up the tow rope to a dry cell battery 
we have encased in the intercom hous- 
ing. A ski tow rope will tow the glider. 

The object or having this buzzer is 
for communicating in code which is 
burned onto the wood of the glider. (1 
buzz—turn left, 2 buzz—right, 3 buzz 
—stop, 4 buzz—go, 5 buzz—fast, 6 
buzz—slow. ) 

If you’re interested in making a Sea 
Glider, the materials cost about $5.

ROCHESTER, NEW YORK—Divers re- 
covered a body from Seneca Lake that was 
identified as a young man who had drowned 
in 1946. 


MODESTO, CALIFORNIA—Plans for a 
major boat racing event at Modesto Reser- 
voir have been given final approval by the 
American Power Boat Association. The Cali- 
fornia Cup Regatta will be held in June. 
Members of the Stanislaus County Finmen 
will be on hand to assist in any rescue opera- 
tions. 


RECORD BREAKERS—The first couple 
months of 1961 saw a rash of record break- 
ing events in diving. Bill McFarland broke 
the underwater endurance record of 101 
hours and 13 minutes set by Ben Thornton 
last June by an hour and twenty-four min- 
utes and forty seconds early this year in 
Amarillo, Texas. Bill didn’t hold the record 
long as three divers at the Canadian Na- 
tional Sportman’s Show in Toronto re- 
mained underwater 126 hours and 31 min- 
utes in March. The divers were Albert 
Jones of Miami, Florida; Joe Mangus of 
Ohio and Pat Morrison of Toronto. Then 
in depth records Walter Reynolds of Syd- 
new, Australia, established a record depth 
of 327 feet for the land down under. An 
under ice depth record was broken twice 
in the same day in the same lake. Three 
members of the Battle Creek Skin Divers, 
Joseph Arnold, Joseph Pajak and Sherman 
L. Schott descended to a depth of 227 feet 
in Torch Lake, Michigan, to break a record 
of 193 feet set by George Davis last year. 
However at the same time in another part 
of the lake George Davis went under the ice 
to break both his own old record and the 
227 feet by the Battle Creek divers. Davis 
reached the bottom of the lake at a point 
north of Kewadin, a depth of 261 feet. While 
in warmer climates two men set a record for 
escape from a submarine when they as- 
cended from a depth of 318 feet in 55 sec- 
onds. Using a hooded escape device which 
they designed, Cmdr. Walter Mazzone and 
Lt. Harris Steinke ascended from the USS 
Balao in waters off Key West, Fla. The old 
record was 302 feet. 


OAK BLUFFS, MASSACHUSETTS — 
The underwater cable between Falmouth 
and Vineyard Haven was to be inspected by 
divers of the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company to determine the extent of damage 
to the line when a buoy anchor became 
snagged in the cable. The divers are mem- 
bers of the Beverly Skin Divers, Inc. 


SHREVEPORT, LOUISIANA — Diver 
Johnny Green recovered a ball peen hammer 
from Myrtis Mill Pond that was the murder 
weapon used by confessed wife murderer 
Ollie Ward. Ward directed the search for 
the weapon. 


DETROIT, MICHIGAN—Fourteen mem- 
bers of the Michigan Skin Diving Council 
headed by their president Jim Keeney were 
cited by the police commissioner for their 
efforts in the recovery of the body of a nine- 
year-old boy who had been missing from 
his home for two days. The divers found 
the body in Fisher-Grayhaven Canal. 


FARGO, NORTH DAKOTA — Larry 
Wheeler, Floyd Cogger and several divers 
from Fargo recovered an ice fisherman’s 
glasses from the bottom of the Big Detroit 
Lake. After moving the fish house, the divers 
enlarged the hole and went beneath the ice 
to retrive the lost glasses.

ALL HIM a cephalopod, a cuttle- 

fish, or a squid, but he is still 
pretty good eating. He comes in various 
lengths, like between five inches and 
fifty feet (so they say). My experiences 
have been confined to the one about 
ten to twelve inches. And they can be 
prepared in a way that will really sur- 
prise and please even the most squimish 
nondiver. 

As with most seafood, cleaning is 
the first step toward good cooking of 
our little cephalopod. Wash him first in 
cold water. Then slit the body (or the 
pod) lengthwise and take out the tooth 
and the quill. Be careful not to break 
the ink sac. Turn the pod inside out 
and rip out the insides. The skin on 
the outside will slip off quite easily. 
Wash the pod again with cold water. 
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The head, which is in the middle of 
the squid, between the pod and the 
tentacles, is thrown away. 

The Italians have a dish called In- 
salata di Calamari which really ele- 
vates the cuttlefish to a position in haut 
cuisine. Cut the pods of about ten or 
twelve squid into two inch pieces. Drop 
them into a pot of boiling salt water 
and simmer them about half an hour 
or until they are tender. Drain them 
on a kitchen towel and sprinkle them 
with salt and fresh ground pepper. 
While they are draining, put a quarter 
cup of olive oil, the juice of one lime, 
a minced clove of garlic, a sprinkling 
of oregeno, and a dash of Angostura 
Bitters in a marinade dish. Add the 
drained squid and chill overnight in 
the ica boxa. (Ica boxa is Italian for 
refrigerator!) Serve them on a bed of 
lettuce with sliced lemon and tomatoes. 

In Genoa they prepare a dish called 
Calmaretta alla Genovese. This is for 
very small squid. Clean them the same 
way we have previously described and 
cut them into small serving pieces. 
Simmer a couple of chopped onions 
and a clove of minced garlic in olive 
oil until the onion is transparent. Add 
chopped parsley, oregeno, and a cup 
of sliced mushrooms. Simmer for about 
five minutes more. Add the squid 
(about 3 cups full), three tablespoons 





of tomato paste, and a cup of red Ital- 
ian wine. Simmer for about half an 
hour or until the squid are tender. 
Quite often this is served with pasta 
verdi (green noodles). These are sim- 
ple to fix, and only take a few minutes. 
Boil them in salt water for about a 
quarter of an hour. Drain them and 
add a generous amount of melted but- 
ter. Add a good sprinkling of sweet 
basil and serve them hot. 

On the West Coast our Japanese 
friends have a very interesting way of 
preparing cuttlefish. Clean them as 
before and cut them into one inch 
squares. Heat four tablespoons of oil 
over a hot flame and add the squares, 
a couple of chopped green onions, and 
a couple of slices of fresh ginger. Stir 
quickly for about one minute. Add a 
couple of tablespoons of Saki and one 
tablespoons of soy sauce. Stir for about 
two more minutes. Take the squid out 
of the pan and place in a warm serving 
dish. To the remaining liquid, add one 
teaspoon of cornstarch that has been 
dissolved in two tablespoons of water. 
Continue stirring until the sauce be- 
comes translucent. Pour it over the 
squid and serve it hot. 

Oh yes, one more tip on squid— 
based on experience. Cook it, serve it, 
but don’t tell your guests what it is 
until after dinner. ~»

DIVING

(; OLD .. . INTERNATIONAL, without 
country, without boundary, with- 
out allegiance. In the waters of the 
rivers of the world, in their quiet pools 
and rushing, tumbling rapids, torn 
from the mother lodes to be carried 
down to the oceans, is this precious 
metal man calls gold. 

Some men search for it, some fight 
for it, many have died for it . . . this 
glistening yellow material with which 
man can obtain his greatest desires. 

As the prospectors of olden days 
flocked to the gold bearing rivers of 
the mother lodge country to try to 
“strike it rich,” so modern-day pros- 
pectors, equipped with mask and flip- 
pers, are doing now.

And a best seller 
for “Skin Diver Magazine” book 
number 55 in the Underwater Book- 
shelf is called “Diving for Gold.” One 
of the most comprehensive books on 
gold diving to date, it was written by 
Keith Fuller, an accomplished gold 
diver, and published by Underwater 
Enterprises, located in California’s 
mother lode country. With photog- 
raphy by Don Horton, the book not 
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only tells, but illustrates, proper tech- 
niques and methods for finding gold. 
“Diving for Gold” is second only to 
having a magic divining rod attuned 
to gold, and a magic carpet to trans- 
port you to its location. 


One of the first statements of fact 
in this publication is that to date only 
15 to 20 percent of the world’s gold 
resources have been discovered. This 
means that 80 percent is still waiting 
to be found, buried perhaps in sight 
of a well traveled highway, or at bed- 
rock in a familiar stream. Or maybe 
in inaccessable mountains or at the 
bottom of the sea. But that’s part of 
the lure of gold . . . the chance, the 
adventure, the possibility of riches. 

Although luck does play a part, 
“Diving for Gold” attempts to remove 
that element as much as possible. With 


luck you might find a vein at the bot- 


tom of the nearest swimming pool, but 
it would be incredible luck. So much 
that you really wouldn’t think of look- 
ing there in the first place. Mr. Fuller, 
in his book, has told prospective gold 
seekers where to start looking, with 
maps to illustrate. World wide known 
deposits are revealed. Sign posts to 
rich deposits are explained . . . black 
sand, quartz, old miners’ picks and 
shovels and nails from ancient flumes. 

So you have found such an area... 
what do you do then? Proper equip- 
ment is listed, from the most inexpen- 
sive to the most elaborate. From the 
weekend gold diver and his wife to 
the commercial, full-time prospector, 
the basic needs are revealed. 


The identification of real gold is 
discussed, with its subsequent handling 
and processing. 


And a trick of the old prospectors 
. + . proper panning techniques. To 
carefully pan an ore bearing pound of 
gravel only to have the remaining 
gold wash over the lip at the climax 
is a disheartening experience. This 
shouldn’t happen after studying “Div- 
ing for Gold.” 

Do you want to keep it simple with 
just mask, fins, snorkel, and “sniffer?” 
This can be done, and profitably. To 
get slightly more involved, many gold 
divers use a lung to enable them to go 
deeper and stay longer. And then, for 
the ultimate in gold diving, a hookah 
compressor rig is used. The absence of 
bulky tanks on the divers back plus 
the extended time limit is the reason 
why most full time prospectors even- 
tually turn to this arrangement. 

First aid for possible diving acci- 
dents is discussed, plus ways to handle 
such things as cave in of a hole that a 
gold dredge has dug. Mr. Fuller eyen 
suggests a proper diet for gold divers 
who will be exposed to cold mountain 
streams. 

Many will read “Diving for Gold” 


and dream of the riches still hidden 
by earth and water, but a few will go 
out and seek. For those who seek, the 
gold is there waiting to be taken. For 
all, “Diving for Gold” is an entertain- 
ing evening of reading. It can be or-

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METAL DETECTOR 
FOR SCUBA 
DIVERS 

By JOHN C. BENDER 


. I ‘HERE has been many attempts 


to design and build underwater 


' metal detectors for scuba divers and 


for marine work. In practically all 
cases such detectors are limited in 
range and depth and in most cases im- 
practical. 

The best that the writer has found 
is the Bludworth Marine detector. 
However the price range of this instru- 
ment is out of the reach of most skin 
divers. The Bludworth instrument is a 
direct take-off of the Model SCR 625 
Army mine detector. The only differ- 
ence being that they have added an in- 
dicating meter in place of head phones. 

Last year the writer converted the 
SCR 625 to fit into a brass tublar hous- 
ing for underwater work. The results 
were astounding. The reason for the 
success of this instrument is the rela- 
tive low frequency of the instrument. 
There is an old law in geophysics (oil 
exploration equipment) that the lower 
the frequency the greater the depth of 
penetration. Since the SCR 625 works 
on a frequency of 1000 cycles com- 
pared to other equipment that works 
at several hundred kilocycles the depth 
of penetration is much greater and the 
results are much more satisfactory. 

The equipment just described is the 
equipment that was used by the 
CEDAM expedition last summer off 
the coast of Quintana Roo. CEDAM 
is the Mexican Archaelogical group 
headed by Pablo Bush Romero. It was 
due to the excellent performance of 
this equipment that he was able to find 
the metal artifacts of the Montejo year 
1527.

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The SCR 625 can be purchased 
from most surplus stores and in most 
cases they vary in price from $32.00 to 
$42.00 depending on the location of 
the store. There are several models of 
the SCR 625 detector. It is advisable 
that one interested in converting this 
equipment be sure that he purchases 
the instrument marked SCR 625-D 
through H, preferably the Model H. 
It is easier to convert these models. 

There is no need to seal off the cable 
leads to and from the control box. Just 
unscrew the cap that covers the coarse 
balance control and fill with caster oil. 
This will keep any water from seeping 
into the balance control. 

There are two ways to encase the 
amplifier unit. One is to encase the 
amplifier in its original form (box and 
all) and the other way is to take the 
amplifier out of the original box and 
mount it on the back front plate. 
Leave plenty of space for the visual 
meter. The meter is a 0-100 microam- 
meter with a 1N34 diode in series with 
one leg of the meter. Use 4” clear 
plastic to cover the meter. Permatex 
#2 makes a good seal for the plastic 
to the face of the front plate. 

If one is unable to find a Burgess 
battery #XX69 for the high voltage 
supply it is possible to use any 90 volt 
battery instead. >»

tied the cord in a reef knot. I slipped it 
quickly and sprang, almost busting, 
toward the surface. 

I reached the air about thirty feet 
from the outrigger and lay back, 
taking in great gulps of it. The fisher- 
men shouted when they saw me and 
started paddling the nau towards me. 

There were four of them. I had seen 
them before. They were from near the 
hotel. The captain was a sun-wizened 
old man. He shook his fist at me and 
with the other man standing in the 
bows began hauling in the net, which 
was on a line. 

I had a few moments before they 
reached me. I used them to get my 
breath back. With the harpoon I could 
hold them off at least far enough to 
stop them throwing the net. But I did- 
n’t have the harpoon. I had let go of it 
getting out of the net. 

I took a few more quick breaths and 
dived. But though I dropped as 
straight as I could, I coudn’t see the 
gun. I broke the surface as far from 
the outrigger as I could and got ready 
to go down again. 

The paddlers headed toward me a 
second time. The net came up at that 
moment and the old man opened it 
across the bows. It was so heavy that 
only the built-up gunwale stopped 
them from skipping water. 

I dived again. The gun was my only 
chance. Without it I was as good as 
dead. They could tire me out with the 
boat, then ride up close and drop the 
net over me and I would be too weak 
to get out. 

In the back of my mind I was think- 
ing that maybe that was what hap- 
pened to the Swede. The strongest 
swimmer on earth couldn’t survive 
against four men in a boat. 

I swam steeply down the hulk of 
the reef and along, peering among the 
boulders at the bottom. I caught the 
gleam of the gun then, from the soft 
pink of a snapper shoal. But it was 
deep. I nearly burst my eardrums 
getting it. I got back to the surface 
feeling that behind-the-ears sickness. 

They came on again when they saw 
me. But when they got near enough, 
I tilted the gun up so the harpoon 
broke the surface and shouted to them 
in Singhalese to keep away. 

“The spear-thing !” one of them ex- 
claimed. The back two stopped pad- 
dling. There was a lot of excited chat- 
ter. 

“Without water it is no good,” I 
heard the old man tell them. 

“It is also a gun. Guns shoot well 
without water,” said one of the pad- 
dlers. 

“The spear-thing is heavy,” the old 
man explained. “It will not fly.” 


“How can we be sure?” 

The old man started abusing them, 
but the paddler cut him short. 

“T have a better idea. It’s quicker 
and better to watch.” 

While they were arguing, I was try- 
ing to figure out how I was going to 
make shore. They would be on top of 
me all the way, waiting for me to tire. 
I might manage it on my back, keep- 
ing the gun trained on them all the 
time. But they had to finish me, now 
they had started. Crouched down in 
the boat, they could use the sail to 
overtake me and at the last moment 
throw out the net. 

I thought about sinking them with 
the harpoon, but Ceylon outriggers are 
made from a single hollowed-out jack- 
tree log. The jack-tree is tough and 
they hollow it by fire, which makes it 
tougher, and even if I could hole it at 
short range they could plug it up 
again. 

There wasn’t a chance in hell of 
capsizing them. A nau can withstand 
any sea on earth. Two flyaway poles 
from the gunwale are lashed to a heavy 
log float, making them impossible to 
turn over. 

It was like one of those dreams 
where you can’t escape. With a dead, 
hopeless feeling, I turned on my back 
and began kicking for shore. 

The talkative paddler saw my action 
and shouted jeeringly in pidgin Eng- 
lish, “What’s amatter, white man? 
White man wanna go home? Hey, 
George! take a look at this!” He 
reached into the belly of the boat and 
fished out a scraggy-looking object. It 
was the carcass of a dog, which they 
had probably put in for bait. “Look, 
white man!” With a flick of his knife 
he disemboweled it and flung it as far 
in my direction as he could. The others 
howled with laughter. 

“O.K.? Very good?” mimicked the 
paddler. They roared with laughter 
again. 

If he had been in range I’d have let 
him have it then. They knew the smell 
of blood would bring the sharks. 

The cold-bloodedness of it goaded 
me to such a rage that I could only 
think of one thing: If I was going to 
die, so were they! 

I dived and headed underwater 
straight for the boat. I passed the car- 
cass of the dog twisting slowly down- 
ward through the water. When I saw 
the nau lying like a crab on the water 
above me, I came up gently on the far 
side’ of it, my nose just breaking the 
water behind the outrigger float. The 
natives were sitting on the gunwale 
staring intently at the place where I 
had disappeared. 

Hooking the gun onto the back of 
my belt. I got out my knife and began

to slash the lashings which held the aft 
cross-members to the float. 

I worked underwater, cutting the 
rope from underneath. I had slashed 
the cross-member completely loose be- 
fore the wogs knew anything was up. 

The after end of the float swung 
free and the nau began to list. It would 
have capsized eventually like that, but 
to make sure, I swam to the for’ard 
cross-member and started on that. 

From where I was I could see the 
old man waving his arms about. He 
was ordering the paddlers over the side 
to fix it; but they wouldn’t budge. 
They were too scared of the sharks. 

As I severed the last turn of the 
rope the unsupported cross-members 
plunged straight down into the water 
and the nau toppled over, pitching 
them into the sea. 


I surfaced at once and struck out for 
the reef. If there were sharks in the 
neighborhood I didn’t want to be 
caught in the open. I heard the terror- 
stricken cries of the natives as they 
tried to clamber onto the side of the 
craft. But, being a log, I knew it would 
slowly sink until it was just under the 
surface. No matter where they got to 
they wouldn’t be safe from the sharks. 

Looking down into the water as I 
swam, I suddenly saw a fifteen-foot 
gray shadow flick past, a couple of 
fathoms below me. It was a tiger 
shark! That meant the worst kind of 
trouble. I watched him to see if he was 
going to double back, but he paid no 
attention to me at all. I guessed he was 
heading unerringly to where the car- 
cass of the dog had come to rest. 

I dived close in against the reef, and 
held myself against the rock waiting. 

Almost instantly I felt the water 
crush against me, and a great body 
smashed past just overhead. It was an- 
other tiger shark. I watched him 
diminish to a green wraith in the clear 
water, in the direction of the boat. In 
the dreamlike virescence of the upper 
fathoms I saw him turn deliberately 
and circle twice. With an easy twist he 
nosed up to the surface and plucked at 
something. 

Presently the first shark joined him, 
then another and another until there 
were five—cruising around close under 
the surface, from time to time nosing 
upwards then backing away. 

When I surfaced for air the first 
thing I heard was the screaming. The 
old man had gone; so had the pad- 
dler. The remaining two were sitting 
astride the waterlogged boat beating 
the water frantically with their pad- 
dles and shrieking. Even as I watched, 
one of them was dragged down into 


the water with a look of indescribable 
horror on his face. 

But as I sank once more to the shel- 
ter of the reef, I felt no pity. I felt 
nothing—only a sense of balance in the 
water, and a waiting calm. They were 
not of my world. My world was down 
here in the silence where the heart 
beat in the throat and dark blooms 
writhed on the undertide. 

With an emotion I can’t describe, I 
watched the great fish shapes turn and 
turn again, reach up and dive. It was 
remorseless, like the cataracts of dark 
water draining and rushing through 
the reefs. It was the split and shifting 
fingers of the sun probing the havoc 
of sunken forests. 

At last there was nothing more and 
they turned away, two of them head- 
ing inshore, the third out to sea, the 
last two nosing toward the reef. 

One was about twelve feet long, the 
other a good fifteen. I kept still as a 
rock, but the small one spotted me. 

Kicking the water with his tail, he 
shot straight at me. I stood on a rock 
shelf, held down by the weight of the 
gun, and let him come. I knew it was 
his experimental rush. Sure enough, 
when I didn’t move, he veered off and 
turned, circling in a wide arc. 

The big one saw me then. He came 
right at me, turning so close that his 
displacement knocked me off the ledge. 
Before I could control my balance, the 
other was back again. I tried to get the 
gun up, but I was twisting in the big 
one’s backwash. He came in on his side 
with his mouth open. I opened my own 
mouth and yelled. 

It sounded through the bones of my 
head like “Ulp!” but it jarred his hear- 
ing mechanism and he veered away. 

I had to get air. I started to rise, but 
the big one came around me again.

Without the mask I was practically 
blind. Terrified that he would come up 
under me, I went down again at once. 
But now everything was misty, I 
strained desperately to penetrate the 
green haze. A dark shape was moving 
below me. If that was one, where was 
the other? At any moment I expected 
to feel a shattering impact and the 
rending of jaws. 

The shadow below me licked back- 
wards and forwards several times. 
Then suddenly I knew it was tearing 
up toward me like an express locomo- 
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WHITE WATER 
RECOVERY 


By D. G. H. STEVENSON 


BOUT sixty miles from Kitimat lies - 


the Extew river. This is a fast 
mountain tributary of the Skeena 
river and has its source in a very 
primitive mountain region in North- 
ern British Columbia. It was on this 
river some seven miles from the near- 
est road that a hunting party of two 
men came to grief. 

These men had been travelling up 
the river in order to hunt mountain 
goat on one of the mountains several 
miles up. While working up a par- 
ticularly bad section they sheared a 
shear pin on their outboard. The 
current then swept them onto a snag 
and overturned the boat. All their 
equipment was lost and even though 
both men were strong swimmers it 
was only with difficulty that they 
managed to reach shore. 

They recovered their boat and some 
items of equipment further down 
stream where it had become en- 





tangled in log jams or washed into 
back eddies. 

After they had made their way 
back to civilization they called me to 
see if I would be willing to attempt 
the recovery of the balance of their 
equipment. They were especially an- 
xious to have their shotgun and rifle 
back as they were favorite weapons. 

After explaining to them the diffi- 
culties involved in diving in such a 
river at this time of year I agreed to 
try it. 

As fast water is not to be trifled 
with, my friend Cliff and I decided 
to use our own 20 foot freight canoe 
and outboard motor as my diving 
tender is not suitable for “white 
water travel.” 

My diving equipment consisted of 
two single tank units with regulators, 
two twenty pound weight belts and 
a 1/4 inch wet suit with 3/16” under- 
vest and gloves. As usual two of all 
such items as masks, flippers, etc., 
were carried as the loss of such items 
in a remote location can be very an- 
noying indeed. 

Loading the canoe and gear on our 
four wheel drive pick up we took off 
in the early hours of the morning for 
the Extew river, on the way in we 
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tive. I swung the gun blindly in its di- 
rection, feeling for the trigger. The 
thing grew like an explosion, filling 
the whole ocean. I fired. 

The shock of impact knocked me 
sideways. I clung onto the gun with 
both hands. There was a moment of 
floating, not knowing which way was 
up, and then a jerk which nearly 
wrenched the gun from my hands. I 
had him! 

The next moment I was being 
rushed through the water at a great 
rate, swung round like a cat by the tail, 
and rushed back. I tried to see, but the 
pressure on my eyes was too great. If I 
couldn’t get to the surface I would 
drown. 

I snapped the emergency knot on 
the butt of the gun, releasing the 
fifteen feet of reserve line. It checked 
my progress instantly; I floated, was 
jerked on again, but slower this time. 
With all my strength I fought my way 
to the surface; gasped for air, was 
dragged under, then released again. 

For half an hour I was jerked, 
ducked and towed round the reef. 
Once he dragged me down until my 
ears nearly split, then up again. Then 
he quit runing and began to writhe 
and snap at everything in sight. He 
came at me again and again. I fought 
him off with the bayonet, till he 
snapped it off, then I used the gun. He 
bent up the end of the projector, then 
turned on himself and seized his own 
tail. That saved me. Once his teeth 
found flesh he never let go. 

His contortions grew weaker and 
weaker until at last I peered through 
the green water and saw the great cres- 
cent of him twisting, drowned, on the 
line. 

That was all there was to it, I guess. 
He was too heavy to tow home and I 
wasn’t going to cut him adrift after 
all that. I detached the line from the 
gun and anchored him to an outcrop- 
ping of rock. Then, hoping the other 
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shark wouldn’t find him. I swam back 
to shore. 

I say swam; I floated most of the 
way, I was that weak. A Swiss from the 
hotel helped me up onto the beach and 
took me in and bought me a whiskey, 
which I brought up. Then he paid for 
the hire of a rickety motorboat off a 
burgher because I hadn’t any dough, 
and the two of us went back to the reef. 

The big shark was still there, with 
him tail still clamped firmly in his 
mouth. I went down and untied him. 
Something had had a bite out of him, 
but most of him was all right. The 
Swiss watched me through a sponging 
glass and when we were on our way 
back with the shark trailing behind he 
said that this was real adventure and 
that he had never had such fun in his 
whole life. 

I got the thing to market in an ox- 
cart the next morning and sold it at 
auction. I made three hundred and 
seventy-five rupees out of it. 

I didn’t have any more trouble from 
the fishermen. After that they got the 
idea I was Buddha’s uncle or some- 
thing and kept away from me as 
though I had the plague. And when I 
went across to Trincomalee, I didn’t 
have any trouble there, either. It was 
a good season at Trinco and I stayed 
there a month, during which period I 
caught twelve dogfishes, about forty 
mullet, and a Port Jackson shark which 
I couldn’t understand being so far 
west. =>

picked up the two hunters who were 
to act as our guides. 


The day was cold and clear and a 
light fall of snow was on the ground. 
The small pools on the river bank 
were frozen over and some thin shore 
ice was apparent in the quieter parts 
of the river. The river was fast but as 
it was very clear there was no diffi- 
culty in “reading the water.” The 
trip, although tricky, was very pleas- 
ant as game signs were plentiful all 
the way. At one place we saw a large 
mountain goat looking down on us 


.from a mountain ledge above the 


river. We could almost hear him say- 
ing “Now what the Heck are those 
idiots doing down there at this time 
of year”. 

When we arrived at the scene of 
the accident it was immediately ap- 
parent from the speed of the water 
and the whirlpool that swimming 
would be out of the question. 

After looking the place over care- 
fully I decided to fasten the canoe to 
a hundred foot line which would be 
controlled by Cliff from a safe loca- 
tion up stream. I would hold to a 
shorter line fastened to the other end 
or the downstream end of the canoe. 
A man in the canoe would guide it 
back and forth across the current 
with a paddle while Cliff gradually 
paid out more line in order that I 
would be able to completely cover the 
bottom. 

When all was ready I put on the 
two twenty pound weight belts and 
instructing the boys to hold me just 
on the edge of the log jam I took a 
firm hold on my line and went under. 


I had really underestimated the 
speed of the water. As I swung into 
the main stream my mask was mashed 
against the end of my nose hard 
enough to make my eyes water. It 
was sore for a couple of days. I

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tried angling out of the current but 
was then rolled over like a piece of 
driftwood. Spreading my arms and 
legs and hugging the bottom cured 
that one but there still seemed to be 
a fair variety of things that the cur- 
rent could do to me. 


After obtaining an idea as to which 
way was up and getting my mask 
about half empty I started to look 
around me. A pleasant sight was the 
butt end of a shotgun sticking out 
of the gravel. It was pretty firmly 
embedded but a little persuasion 
broke it loose. 


When I surfaced with the weapon, 
the owner was so excited that he 
came running through the shallows in 
his leather boots which subsequently 
had to be dried out. 


The following dives were not so 
bad as I had by now learned some of 
the tricks of this particular spot. The 
rifle was found buried in much the 
same way but with its foresight sand 
blasted down to about half the or- 
iginal size. 

Apart from being full of sand and 
a bit rusty both weapons were in 
pretty good condition. There was ab- 
solutely no sign of binoculars, hunting 
knife or cartridge belt. These items 
being small and light would have 
been swept away immediately. 

The rifle and shotgun had been 
carried about fifty yards from the 
point at which the boat overturned. 

When I got out of the water it 
was very pleasant to see a blazing fire 
that the boys had thoughtfully pro- 
vided. 

After a hot drink and a change 
back into conventional clothing we 
made the trip back. Except for a 
wild ride in one of the rapids this 
proved uneventful. We arrived home 
about eight o’clock in the evening 
and after a short post mortem of the 
day’s “doings” we planned a duck 
hunting trip for the morning and then

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NO INSTRUCTOR CAN 
FAIL A STUDENT 
By AL MUELLER 


can hear the response to this state- 
ment now. The guy is daffy. What 
the heck does he mean I can’t fail a 
student? The heck I can’t. If they 
don’t measure up . . . I fail them. 
And you do. But can you? 
I still repeat . . . “you can’t fail a 
scuba student !” 
At least in my philosophy of teach- 


ing scuba... I can’t fail any of my 
students. 
Why not...? 


Because I feel that every instructor, 
volunteer or professional, who accepts 
the responsibility for teaching one or 
a dozen, or a hundred students, owes 
each and every student the moral re- 
sponsibility of seeing that he can com- 
petently use and fully understand 
scuba. 

In any course, the novice is lead 
by the hand through each phase of 
skin diving. He is taught to use the 
fins properly ; he is shown how much 
more ability, as a swimmer, these 
strange rubber feet give him. He is 
taught how to use a mask ; shown the 
wonders of the underwater world, 
opened, in many cases, for the first 
time to eager eyes. Then he is taught 
to use a snorkel so that he may spend 
hours gazing into this fabulous new 
world he has discovered without lift- 
ing his head from the water. 

Then comes the big step. Scuba, 
the magic key to romantic adventure. 

At this point in the training sylla- 
bus, the instructor has “reached the 
point of no return.” If he continues 
the students training into scuba, he 
commits himself irrevocably to this 
student’s welfare . . . and in a sense 
assumes guardianship of his life. 

All of us who teach scuba know 
that actually “using scuba” is as simple 
as putting it on and ducking under- 
water and beginning to breath through 
the regulator. 

“Well, yes,” agreement comes rush- 
ing forth, “but don’t forget there is 
still one heck of a lot to learn about 
handling scuba gear, gases, pressures, 
middle ears, etc., etc., to be a good 
diver.” Granted. But the minute the 
student has put his head underwater 
and breathed through the regulator, 
you have committed yourself to the 
student . . . you can’t fail him now. 
He has learned to use scuba. Not ef- 
ficiently, not comfortably, not skill- 
fully . . . but he has learned to use 
scuba. 

At his point, in my mind, the in- 
structor takes on the moral obligation 
of seeing that the student can’t fail. 
He cannot, in any sense of the word, 
fail to learn to use scuba. He cannot 








fail the written and lecture portion of 
the course, nor can he fail the water 
work. And why . . . why can’t he fail? 

He can’t fail because he has learned 
to use scuba. 

He has learned to use scuba and we 
have no control over the student after 
the course is completed. We cannot 
forbid him to dive, we cannot take 
the gear away from him if he dives, 
we cannot have him arrested, nor 
punished, nor stopped. It is that sim- 
ple. We have allowed him to learn 
to use scuba and we have no control 
over the student who drops out or 
completes . . . not passes . the 
course. He can dive after his initial 
innundation with scuba. He can... 
and we can do nothing about it. 

Therefore, we have given each stu- 
dent the means of possibly destroying 
himself or someone else, the minute 
we commit them to scuba. Pass or fail 
them to scuba . . . but after the course 
dive if they want to . . . and there 
is nothing we can do about it. Our 
only alternative is to decide at the 
completion of skin diving portion of 
the training program whether they 
should continue into scuba. If we 
allow them to go on, allow them so 
much as a minute or two underwater, 
we have passed the point of no re- 
turn. 

I honestly and sincerely believe this. 
I stew about my students. Not during 
the course after I have committed 
them to scuba . . . but after the course 
is completed. On initial open water 
dives, I am as cantankerous and fussy 
as a mother hen who has discovered, 
to her consternation, that she has 
hatched a bunch of ducklings and 
suddenly finds them in the water... 
“on their own” so to speak, putting to 
use all they have been taught. Each 
such first open dive finds one of our 
very competent club divers accom- 
panying each beginner from the mom- 
ent he enters the water until he 
emerges, filled with awe at what he 
has done and seen. I have implicit 
faith and trust in each club diver who 
takes out a beginner . . . they are good 
... but I stew anyhow. 

I have discussed this diving-teach- 
ing philosophy with other instructors. 
Most adopt and practice it, some un- 
knowingly, to varying degrees. Some 
disagree with the philosophy com- 
pletely, on the basis that they give 
all they possibly can to each student ; 
that the student is better off for hav- 
ing taken the course regardless of the 
outcome and it has saved the student 
the urge to “do-it-myself” or with a 
friend. 

I repeat my initial adage, however, 
... “no instructor can fail a scuba stu- 
dent” and too, it works in a two fold 
manner. Did the student fail or did 
the instructor “fail’the student? >»

PETERBOROUGH, ONTARIO, CAN- 
ADA—A pair of divers, Gordon Browne 
and Harry Eames earned more than $125 a 
weekend raising sunken logs from the hold- 
ing pond of a lumber mill near Peter- 
borough. The two men salvaged 400 logs 
from Lake Mississagua during off hours be- 
fore the ice halted their operation. They 
hope to resume their log raising work on a 
ful! time basis next summer. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLAHOMA — 
Rudy Edwards tackled a sticky rescue job 
when he paved the way for the removal of 
a huge molasses truck that had skidded into 
Belle Isle Lake. Edwards edged his way 
along the thin ice crust of the lake until it 
broke and then disappeared into the freez- 
ing waters to hook a dragline onto the truck. 


BOCA RATON, FLORIDA—Several teen- 
age divers salvaged what they believe is the 
third stage of a missile. The youths found 
the object 100 yards off shore buried in the 
sand. They plan to contact authorities at 
Cape Canaveral about the object. 


PHOENIX, ARIZONA—Alcade Hubbard, 
president of Zeno Mining Corp. near Clea- 
tor believes skin diving in a gold mine is 
faster, cheaper and more effective. And to 
prove his point he utilizes the use of divers 
in his mines. In addition to diving in rivers 
for gold the divers enter flooded mine shafts 
to determine if the shaft is worth $4,000 to 
$18,000 to pump dry. The divers can also 
give the depth of the shaft which will de- 
termine whether it will take days or months 
to pump it. He said the divers are paid 
from $350 to $500 a day, but it’s worth it 
as it only takes them six hours to do a com- 
prehensive study of a mine. Hubbard also 
uses divers to determine if flooded mines 
have been worked out and apparently they 
haven’t because he says mines are opening 
up that haven’t been in operation for 30 
years. Hubbard's 180 acres of mines include 
several varieties of feldspars, columbium, 
tantalum, ruby muscovite mica, beryl, gold, 
silver and lead. He says that beryl, the 
source of beryllium, is used by the govern- 
ment in rocketry, because of its strength, 
lightness and that only 300 tons were mined 
in the United States last year. 


ARKANSAS CITY, KANSAS — Divers 
probed the muddy waters of a creek near 
here searching for loot from burglaries in 
the area. About $500 worth of tools was 
recovered from the water where they were 
thrown by two men held in the county jail 
on burglary charges. Divers assisting the 
sheriff’s department were John Brusati and 
Jim Dunn, students at Southwestern College 
in Winfield. 


NEW YORK, NEW YORK — NBC-TV 
star Hugh Downs has combined two hob- 
bies, diving and painting. Last summer he 
experimented in underwater painting and 
said his most upsetting discovery was that 
fish nibble paint. 


MIAMI, FLORIDA—An old battered car 
pushed into a rockpit by police was the site 
for practice rescue tactics by the Metro 
Rescue Squad. Edwin Zehnder played vic- 
tim four times. He dived into the rockpit, 
entered the old wreck car and waited for 
rescue. The practice served as graduation 
exercise for eight Metro frogmen. But the 
whole show came off two hours late. The 
instructor was summoned to a real emer- 
gency before hand, a car in the canal on 
the Tamiami Trail.

TECHNIFACTS 


A. Without actually seeing the material 
I could not truly pin it down to a specific 
genera, but what you are referring to is a 
common variety of colonial bryozoan that 
forms in a circular pattern. It is an animal 
but does not live off its host, the kelp, it 
only uses it as a place to grow. ‘If the colony 
were to enlarge sufficiently to completely 
cover the kelp it would no doubt cut off the 
existing sun light for which the kelp de- 
pends upon for energy and in a round about 
way might, in some circumstances, kill the 
plant. 


Q. Is there any method known to preserve 
the color of coral or sea fans?—L. K., 
Miami, Florida. 


A. Corals and sea fans are both members 
of the same class and so it is best to answer 
the question for both of them. Unfortu- 
nately no, there is no known method of 
preserving their natural color in a dry state. 
They are, however, commonly dyed and 
thereby assume a natural coloring. Pri- 
marily the coloring is due to the fleshy part 
of the animal and when this fleshy part is 
removed by drying the color subsequently 
disappears. There is, as you possibly know, 
some type of corals that do have a natural 
color to the calcium carbonate hard parts 
and these are known as the precious corals. 
They are quite rare and prized for their 
lasting color. 


Q. While diving for lobster near New- 
port Beach, California, recently, I stuck my 
hand in a hole and experienced a sharp 
stinging sensation. I noticed some type of 
plant around one of the rocks, and when- 
ever I touched it, it stung me. What is this 
and is it harmful?—P. J. H., Laguna Beach, 
California. 


A. What you encountered was probably 
a large member of the class Hydrozoa of 
the phylum Coelenterata. This stinging sen- 
sation is the same type you would encounter 
from a jellyfish, a member of the same 
group. They have stinging cells called nema- 
tocysts, which shoot out when touched and 
secret a substance which may cause a rash 
and itching (similar to being stung by net- 
tles). They are not plants, although they do 
grow on stem-like structures and may get 
very large and thick. 


To most people they are merely irritat- 
ing, but may cause small temporary water 
blisters, which can be treated with any type 
of astringent lotion. A violent reaction 
could only affet a person extremely sensi- 
tive to this type of irritant and reacted to a 
large dose of the poison.
